‘Amundsen Plans Flight 
Over Pole to Nome 


Aviator, Who Accompanied Him on Last Tri 
Tells of Plans for New Venture in 
Semirigid Dirigible. 


By the Assoc!ated Presse 

OSLO, Norway, Sept. 10.—The 
aviator who piloted one of the two 
airplanes in which Roald Amund- 
s6n made his recent attempt to 
reach the North Pole, has given 


details of Amundsen'’s plan for a| 


new attenipt next year to fly across 
the Pole. 

The aviator, Lieut. 
Riiser-Larsen, epoke last 
a meeting of the Norwegian 
Club, in the absence of Capt. 
Amundsen. He said that Amund- 
sen had bought the semi-rigid air- 
ship N-1 from the Italian Govern- 
ment for £15,000 ($.5,000.) 

Next year’s expedition, he assert- 
ed, would consist of Capt. Amund- 
sen, Lincoln Ellsworth, the Amer- 
ican co-leader of this years’ expe- 
dition, who has obtained ,<half the 
capital necessary for next year’s 
flight in the United States: the 
Itallan Lieutenant-Colonel Nobile. 
the builder of the airship N-1; 
Lieut. Rilser-Larsen, Leif Dietrich- 
bon and Oskar Omdal of this vear’« 
expedition; Emil Horgen, a reserve 
pilot, who accompanied Amundsen 
as far north as Spitzbergen, and 
Amundsen'’s brother, Gustave. Be- 
gides these, the Lieutenant sald, 
there will be a staff of mechanics 
of whom several! will be Itallans. 
Wireless operators also will be In- 
cluded.

“Stick Together” 


“Stick together and stand by 
mother!" 

This was the admonition of 
Hugo Stinnes as he lay dying in 
April of last year to his sons and 
daughters gathered at the bedside. | 
He had in mind a family union for) 
the protection of his vast and var- 
led interests—valued at many mil- 
lions of dollars. 

But tn less than a year of his 
passing the injunction became an| 
ignominiously discarded family 
shibboleth, due to conflicting opin- 
ions between the three sons and the 
widow, and soon Ahe great estate 
became entangled in a web of 
financial difficulties which culmi. 
nated in the present liquidation. 

Intimate friends of Stinnes aver 
that he saw such an eventuality as 
disagreement among his sons wae 


were to assume reign over his great 
holdings under the direction of 
their mother, the sole legatee. 

They point out as proof of this 
that the will of Stinnes provided for 
such an emergency as conflicting 
opinions by designating the second 
son, Hugo Jr., as executive direc<- 
tor of the estate, in case Dr. Ed« 
mund Stinnes, the eldest, who waa 
the original director, and the third 
son, Otto, could not agree. 

Hugo Jr., The Favorite 

Hugo, Jr., was the father's fave 
orite during the years in which the 
magnate was constructing his far- 
flung industrial and commercial 
empire. Constantly he was at his 
sire's side. * 

Edmund withdrew to devote 
himself to the automobile and in«- 
surance end of his father’s hold- 
ings. His action was followed by 
the banks taking charge of the 
Stinnes properties which they held 
as collateral for loans. Then came 
the forced liquidation. 

There is some speculation as to 
whether the banks will save to the 
family the Stinnes coal mines at 
Muelheim which have been in its 
possession for three generations 
and which formed the foundation 
of the Stinnes fortune, or whether 
these pits also will be put upon the 
common auction block along with 
the -other possessions of the dead ° 
financial giant. 

‘“Supermen, such as Nietzsche 
saw them, would have been re- 
quired to administer the industrial 
and commercial reaim acquired by 
the late Hugo Stinnes,” is the com- 
ment of one of the Rhenish 
newspapers on what it terms “the 
tragedy of the house of Stinnes.”’ 
This newspaper assumes that if 
Stinnes the elder still were alive 
he would have succeeded in adapt- 
ing himself to the altered economia 
and financial conditions which 
were brought about by the stabill- 
zation of the German currency.

convicted murderer, to the Chester 
State Hospital for the Insane as a 
“farcial procedure,” Dr. J. C. Krafft 
of Chicago, president of the so0-' 
city, said that action was the final 
case wHfich impelled the organiza- 
tion to take its stand. ' 

A committee headed by Dr. 
Krafft was appointed to co-operate 
with the Chicago Bar Association in 
drawing a bill for the next Genera} 
Assembly which would curb. the 
present vogue of expert alieniat tes- 
timony. 

“Whether the man was sane is 
not the point,” said Dr. Krafft tn 
speaking on the Scott case. ‘The 
methods used to arrive at the dect- 
sion were ridiculous. The medical 
profession must be protested, even 
against itself.” 

A resolution approved by the 
council suggested that criminal re- 
sponsibility of insane defendants be 
passed upon by alienists appointed 
by the court instead of by those 
engaged by the prosecution and de- 
fense attorneys.
